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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, 10, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Isoda (US 2001/0028047, hereafter Isoda). 

With respect to claim 1 , Isoda discloses a stimulating light cut filter which is 
disposed between a radiation image converter panel and a detecting means to transmit 
the stimulated emission and cut the stimulating light and comprises: an optical element 
which absorbs the stimulating light (fig. 2, element 17), and a reflecting layer which 
reflects the stimulating light (fig. 2, element 14). 

As to claims 2 and 11, Isoda discloses that at least one reflecting layer (fig. 2, 
element 14) is in the path of stimulated emission along which the stimulated emission 
propagates behind a face of the optical element upon which the stimulated emission 
impinges first in the stimulating light cut filter (fig. 2, element M). 

As to claim 1 0, Isoda discloses a radiation image read-out apparatus which is 
provided with a detecting means (fig. 1, element 20) for detecting stimulated emission 
(fig. 2, element M) from a radiation image converter panel upon exposure to a line-like 
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stimulating light beam (fig. 2, element L), and reads out a radiation image recorded on 
the radiation image converter panel through an imaging optical system (fig. 2, element 
30), wherein a stimulating light cut filter comprising an optical element which absorbs 
the stimulating light (fig. 2, element 17) and a reflecting layer which reflects the 
stimulating light (fig. 2, element 14) is disposed between the panel and detecting 
means. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9 and 14-18 are allowed. 

Claims 3, 4, 12 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art found does not disclose the specified arrangement of elements, 
nor does it disclose a plurality of any of the individual elements in the stimulating light 
cut filter.
